in general. They found crops 
as a whole would be larger than 
usual, and that there would be 
a particularly good production 
of vegetables owing to the wide- 
spread developement of small i r- 
dens. The government report 
éoncerned chiefly with the wheat 
erop, and primarily with winter 
wheat, the weakest spot in our 
food defenses. 

The government experts were 
dismayed at the great damage 
done to winter wheat. They ad- 
mitted that the condition of the 
surviving wheat had improved, 
but pointed to the fact that mil- 
lions of acres had been ruined 
aud abandoned, leaving a pros- 
pective crop of only 366,000,000 
bushels, the lowest in thirteen 
years. Thus with the quantity of 
spring wheat that might natural- 
ly be expected, the total produc- 
tion would not provide more than 
enough for our own normal needs 
leaving no wheat to export. The 
allies will need something like 
500,000,000 bushels, ef which they 
will expect us to provide half 
On the basis of the government 
figures, we shall not have nearly 
* enough wheat to go around. 
~The Chamber of Commerce ex- 
perts believe that the produe- 
tion of winter wheat will not fall 
so far short that it cannot be 
made up by the surplus of sp- 
ring wheat which should result 
in case wheat fails, they have 
pointed out, we may reasonably 
“expect other crops to make up 
the deficit. 

There is therefore no cause for 
alarm. The nation isn’t going to 
go hungry. Neither are our 
friends in Europe. Ajl we've got 
to do is to plug along cheerfully, 
using all the available land and 
doing our part to increase all 
sorts of foodstuffs. 
do her part.
